indeed; had thofe Ends been anfwer’d—— 
Bathe failed in them all, and like a rong 
Mab, préfumiog upon his Sttength, he 
fuiik under the Weight, and is how become 
the Contetnpt of Europe - On the 
other Hand, the Emperor fell upon his own 
Subje&s of the Empire, ruin’d che Ele&or 
Palatine, opprefs’d the whale Circle of thé 
Lower ‘Saxony, engrofs’d the Kingdom of © 
Bobemie, and bid fair for extirpasing the 
Proteftant Religion out of the whole Bm- 
pire———— But he failed in that Attempt 
too, and in fhort, found hfs own Raine i 
; the 


Power. 

Let us fee with the fame nrevity, how all 
this came to pals 5 Philip II. of Spain, in 
his Attempts to fupport che Houle of Guife 
jo France, called then by the Title of the 
Holy League, found a vigorous Enemy in 
Henry \V. of Franct, Grandfather of the 
Prefent King, who affifted by England, re- 
duc’d the League feveral times to the laft 
extremity, and had rvin’d them at the fee 
veral Seiges of Paris, had not the Powerful 
Forces of the Spaniards fupporteA them; 
but at laft, the Great Duke De Main, find- 
ing that Spain aimed ac the real Monarchy 
of France, he and the whole Party gradu- 
ally gave over the War, aad one by one 
made their Peace with the Kieg of Nevarres 
Spain loft atl her vaft expen¢s a great many 
brave Troops, and was after a long War, 
reduc’d toa Neceffity of feeing France E- 
fiablifh’d in the hand. of her Enemy at the 
Peace of Vervins. 

His Invafion of England, t-need make 
no Meation of; how his Fleet mifcarry’d 
in 1988; how the Expence of it broke him 
as to Wealth,. cofting him, as Hiftory in- 
forms us, in Ships, Provifions, Artillery, 
Arms, Magazines and Treafure, fent for 
carrying on the Expeditioa above qo MILi- 
-ons of Pieces of Eight, and fo reducd his 
Naval Power, as that he never ‘became 
formidable at S:a more. |

lence, to extirpate the Proteftant Religion 
outof thofe Provinces ——~ The Flemings, 
driven one Part by the Oppreffion of their 
Liberty, another Part of. sbeir Property ; 
and a third, tha” perbias the leat of sheir 
Religion, took Arms. utder the famous 
William 1. the then Prince of Orange, 
and Fouader.of the Prelent Dutch Great 
NtGm——m— Thebes Arms were purfu'd with 
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the too violent Bxercife of his Exorbitant that Animofity on both- Sides, with fa 7

If all thefe Actempts ruin’d S-zin, aod 
weaken’é them to that Degree we iow fied 
them in, it is not to be wondes'd, for the 
proteétidg this Fary catl’d Exorbitant Pow- 
er bas ruin’d every Nation, that in thefe 
latter Ages have attempted ir, and. will 
continue to do {> to the End of the World, 
while the Powers of Europe have their 
Eyes oper to Liberty and theic own In- 
tereft. 

And now we come to the Empire, the 
other Branch of Axftrian ,Greatne{s——e 
The Proteftants of--Bobemia fly to. our

Bxorbicant Powe: was-cat 
out of the Empire, like’ she -Dé ail. our Sa- 
viour caft out.of the Man’s Semin tite Gof 
pel, which threw him down and rent bim 
arting. 
Baad cow wife Men thovyht this Beaft 
was.zone out of the’ Country; Turks and 
Tartars, Perfians, Chinejes, and fach Pee- 
ple might. harbour her, and do what they 
plealed to ove aagther ; pv Bady: concern’d. 
themfelves much: abaut it, ‘any farther chai 
as they gave aay umbrage to thefe Parts of 
the World, and threatned the Peace of 
Europe; when of a fuddain, fhe began to 
‘fhow her Griflzy Face,agaio in France.

of that Country, tho’ the Cardinal by his 
exquifite Condu@, laid much of the Na- 
tional Occononty,apon which the Manage- 
ment of France has ever fince proceeded. 

Some little Acquifitions this Prince made 
in fal, and'particularly the wheedling 
Pignerol out of the hands of the Duke of 
Savoy, which he rendred a moft impreg- 
nable Fortrefs, and called it che Key of 
Jtaly: But -his maia Conqueft was that of 
the Prote fants, whofe Power he eff-ually 
broke in the Redw@tion of the Rocbeters— 
A Corgueft, owing to the wretched Mae’ 
nigement Of Ewglifhand Dutch Proteftan 
who to the Shame of thofe Days, be i 
fpokew, lent their Ships to deftroy their 
Bre‘hren; Of which hereafter, 
~ When the Prefent King of France came to 
the Crown, the very fame Scene began to. 
be aéted over again 5 the King wasleftan 
Tatant, bat jaft ont of his Cradle, Mary de, 
Medi abted exa@ly her Predeceflor 
Katherine, and Mazarine poffefs’d the chief 
Miniftry, as Ricblieu had done before him, 
with this Difference, that now they had a 
Mafculine, Vigorous, Fiery Prince to ferve, 
who. quickly made hinifelf known to be 
their Mafter, and fhew’d them their Bofi- 
nefs wasto Obey, not to Inftrué him how 
to Command.
